New Anti Somasling 
Measure Formulated

Shanghai, April 14. 

Measures for the suppression of 
smuggling.in the north, formulated 
by the ministry of Finance. and 
the Customs officials, were further 
discussed between Dr, H. HE, Kung, 
Minister’ of Finance, and Mr. Ling 
Shih-tsa, Superintendent of ‘the 
TMentsin Customs, who arrived from 
Nanking yesterday. Pending a 
conference .of delegates from 
varlous departments and mints- 
tries Involved, the measures will be 
submitted to the Executive Yuan 
for enforcement. : 

The precise steps to be taken by 
the authorities are being withheld 
from publication, bit it 1s under+ 
stood that the Ministry of Rail- 
ways will co-operate to prevent 
the smuggled goods’ from being 
further transported to” other parts 
of'the country), Goods imported in, 
the north ‘will not be transportéd’ 
to other distriets unless. they bear 
Customs tariff receipts. Rigid in- 
spection is expected to be instituted 
along the Peiping-Hankow and 
Tientsin-Pukow lines. 

The new: preventive measures 
were first’ discussed by officials of 
the Ministry of Finance in Nanking 
when .several Customs . offictals 
were summoned to the capital. 
Mr, Loy Chang, . director of Cus- 
toms» Affairs of the Ministry, who 
took, part in the discussions, came 
to Shanghal with the plans which 
were examined here.
